Water  is  obtained  from  Uppingham  17a ter  7/  orks  Company 
and  supplied  to  the  public  by  mains  and  standpipes.  In 
Lyddington  there  are  seven  houses  connected  to  the  supply. 

In  Uppingham  there  are  a  few  houses  not  yet  connected  to  the 
supply.  There, is  no  tendency  to  plumb o-solvency. 

In  the  remaining  17  Parishes  the  water  supply  is  obtained 
chiefly  from  shallow  wells.

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  house  refuse  collection 
is  carried  out  bi-weekly  at  Uppingham  instead  of  weekly. 

At  North  Luffenham  and  Morcott  house  refuse  is  collected 

bi-weekly. 

In  other  villages  small  dumps  are  provided  which  are 
periodically  cleansed.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  dumping. 

The . scavenging  of  earth  closets  and  dry  house  refuse  is 
becoming  a  most  urgent  necessity  and  must  be  undertaken  as  s  o  on 
as  labour  and  transport  are  available.  Unfortunately,  the  area 
and  population  are  too  small  to  warrant  the  full  time  employment 
of  modern  scavenging  equipment*
